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finished their education in the schools, there is
hereby annually appropriated to the state li-
brary commission, in addition to such sums as
have been heretofore appropriated, the sum of
three thousand and five hundred dollars, and
any balance not expended in any oue year may
be added to the expenditure for any eusuing
year.

CIIAPTER 162.

AN ACT to provide for the examination of the
accounts of school boards.

The people of the stale of Wisconsin, represenled in
senale and assoembly, do enact as follows:

SepcerioN 1, It shall he the duty of every
gchool district in the state of Wisconsin at its
annual meeting to appoint three competent men,
who shall be tax payers in the district, to exam-
ine all accounts, books, vouchers, moneyvs and
property of whatever kind belonging to said dis-
trict, between the first and tifth days of July of
each year and report the finding, in writing, at
the next regular-annual meeting.

SECTION 2. Said report shall be recorded in
the school records, properly signed by the c¢om-
nmittee.

SecnioN 3. All acts and parts of acts con-
flicting with this act are hereby repealed.

CIHIAPTER 163.

AN ACT to appropriate a sum of money for the
further prosecution of the geological and nat-
ural history survey of the state.

The people of the stule of Wisconsin, represenled in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecrioN 1.0 There is hereby appropriafed for
the further prosccution of the geological and
natural history survey, out of any money in the
treasury not. otherwise appropriated, the sum of
ten thousand dollars annually for the term of
two years.  This money shall be expended by the
commissioners of said survey for the purpose of
executing the duties assigned to them by chapter
207 of the laws of 1897,

SECToN 20 This act shall take effeet and be
in foree, from and after its passage and publica-
tion.
